IT  la  evident  that  the  ancient  Indian  hunters  of  the  early  days 
were  less  profligate  In  the  matter  of  hunting  fur-bearing  game 
than  are  their  successors,  the  white  man.

Two  matters  of  Interest  were  raised  by  Mr  Ft 
Hay  ward  (Victoria*  In  his  contribution  to  the 
Debate  on  the  Address  In  the  Legislature  Ibf 
was  his  advocacy  of  the  desirability  of  the 
r,  .v.-rnm«?nt  making  some  contribution  to  the 
municipality  nf  Victoria  as  a  set-off  Tor  the  ex- 
emption of  Government  lands  and  Improvements 
fr<>m  taxation.  The  second  was  the  strong  plea 
he  puU  forward  for  the  erection  of  a  new  Court- 
house In  this  city. 

The  Provincial  Government  has  an  Immense 
stake  In  this  municipality.  It  has  the  obligation 
to.  maintain  the  prestige  of  the  city  as  the  capital 
of  British  Columbia.  Government  lands  and 
buildings  constitute  a  very  substantial  percentage 
of  the  i<aal  from  which  the  municipality  derives 
no  benefits  in  the  form  of  taxation.  The  situation 
thus  created  cannot  be  described  as  fair  to  Vic- 
toria because  provincial  holdings  here  are  neces- 
sarily greater  than  In  any  other  municipality  of 
the  province.  This  question  of  a  special  Govern- 
ment grant  to  this  municipality  was  raised  during 
the  life  of  the  late  Government  but  met  with  no 
response.  Mr.  Hayward  has  done  well  to  raise  It 
anew.  The  attitude  of  the  Dominion  Government 
towards  the  municipality  of  Ottawa  affords  a 
precedent  which  might  very  well  be  followed  in 
this  capital.  Better  terms  for  Victoria  should  be 
the  subject  of  a  request  to  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment from  the  City  Council. 

The  question  of  a  new  courthouse  for  Vic- 
toria Is  now  upwards  of  fifteen  years  old.  Logi- 
cally it  becomes  more  persistent  with  the  years. 
The  McBrlde  Government  had  decided  on  the 
construction  of  a  new  courthouse  here  and  had 
purchased  a  site  for  the  purpose.  The  war  inter- 
vened, the  Conservative  Government  went  out  of 
power  and  the  matter  has  been  the  subject  of 
procrastination  ever  since.  Mr  Hayward's  de- 
scription of  the  conditions  in  the  present  court- 
house, with  its  archaic  faculties,  Is  not  exagger- 
ated. It  Is  a  disgrace  to  the  capital  of  the  prov- 
ince. The  Public  Works  estimates  of  the  present 
session  should  contain  provision  for  a  new  struc- 
ture, and  It  should  be  pressed  to  completion  with- 
out any  delay.  Mr.  Hayward  deserves  praise  for 
having  put  the  matter  forward  so  forcibly.  He 
will  receive  the  staunch  backing  of  the  other 
members  for  the  city.

AIRCRAFT  STRENGTH

Mr.  Fred  T.  Jane  has  founded  an  annual  pub 
lleatlon  dealing  with  "All  the  Worlds  Aircraft. < 
designed  to  show  the*  flying  activities  of  the  vari- 
ous nations.  This  Is  the  eighteenth  year  of  issue, 
and,  as  may  be  expected,  the  volume  grows  more 
interesting  all  the  time  as  aerial  strength  Is  mak- 
ing such  notable  advances  Irv  so  many  parts  of 
the  world.  In  the  latest  Issue  special  sections  are 
given  to  civil  and  military  flying,  a  desirable 
change  since  the  development  of  the  two  types  of 
aircraft  Is  now  proceeding  along  different  lines. 
In  the  civil  section  It  Is  shown  that  In  the  growth 
of  the  light  aeroplane  market  Great  Britain  is 
In  the  forefront  with  Its  large  number  of  flying 
clubs.  According  to  the  publication  there  are 
multifarious  uses  to  which  aircraft  are  put  In 
Canada,  though  Australia  Is  still  shown  with 
greater  development  In  regard  to  air  transport. 

In  the  military  section  there  Is  an  admission 
that  difficulties  are  experienced  In  keeping  up  to 
date  In  estimating  the  air  strength  of  nations.  It 
Is  shown  that  France  has  132  escadrllles.  Each 
of  theso  units  comprise  from  ten  to  twelve 
machines.  Italy  has  103  squadrons,  whereas 
Britain  has  only  thirty-nine  of  first  line  charac- 
ter, though  it  Is  stated  that  this  estimate  does  not 
Include  marine  aircraft  units.  There  are  twenty 
squadrons  In  the  British  Empire  overseas  and 
ten  more  squadrons  attached  to  the  Fleet  Air 
Arm.  Soviet  Russia  has  ninety  squadrons  of 
twelve  machines  each. 

In  the  publication  there  are  280  pages  devoted 
to  Illustrations  of  aircraft  and  their  specifica- 
tions, all  dealing  with  modern  machines.  In  com- 
parisons Instituted  British  skill  shows  up  favor- 
ably, especially  in  the  quality  of  the  products. 
Among  recent  achievements  in  British  aircraft 
construction  Is  an  air-cooled  radial  scout  with  a 
speed  of  178  miles  an  hour  at  10.000  feet.  There 
Is  also  a  water-oooled  single-seater  with  a  speed 
of  188  miles  an  hour  at  a  similar  altitude,  each  of 
these  craft  being  capable  of  carrying  a  full  mili- 
tary load.

More  than  a  century  and  a  quarter  ago. 
Richard  Brlnsley  began  his  great  task  of  cover- 
ing England  wtth  a  network  of  canals.  The  na- 
tion s  roads  In  those  days  were  very  bad  and 
trade,  particularly  Internal  trade  and  transporta- 
tion, suffered  in  consequence,  with  the  coming 
of  the  Industrial  revolution  something  drastic 
had  to  be  done  to  Improve  the  country's  means 
of  transportation  of  an  ever -Increasing  flood  of 
wares  from  the  new  factories  which  were  spring- 
ing up  all  over  the  various  shires.

LIQUOR  SALES 

Sir.— The  enormous  figures  given 
in  the  sales  of  Intoxicating  liquor 
suggest  that  the  citizens  of  British 
Columbia  are  consuming  a  vast 
amount  of  drink  and  the  figures,  no 
doubt,  will  be  used  by  prohibitionists 
to  tend  to  show  that  there  Is  more 
drunkenness. 

These  figures  are  very  misleading 
and  if  an  analysis  u  made  it  will 
be  round  that  it  Is  not  the  quantity 
that  Is  drunk  that  makes  these 
figures,  but  the  price  that  is  charged, 
and  again,  that  It  is  not  the  amount 
that  the  citizens  of  British  Columbia 
absorb. 

If  you  take  the  figure  $13,956,909, 
which  13  made  up  by  the  price  now 
charged,  and  compare  the  price 
charged  prior  to  Prohibition,  you 
could  with  safety  bring  down  the 
figures  to  $7,000,000.  and  the  same 
amount  of  liquor  would  have  been 
consumed  Again  we  must  remem- 
ber that  before  prohibition  became 
law  in  the  United  8tates.  the  thou- 
sands of  people  who  now  visit 
British  Columbia  to  get  their 
liquors,  could  Just  as  readily  get  It 
in  their  own  towns.  These  people, 
thousands  of  them,  visit  us  only  for 
the  pleasure  they  get  in  drink-  and 
If  you  lake  off  the  amount  they 
spend  this  figure  would  again  be 
reduced.

Jots  From  History 


facts  about  the  southwest  coast  that 
are  not  generally  known  and  seldom 
discussed  In  the  newspapers  You 
will  see  by  a  map  of  the  southwest 
coast  that  the  tract  of  provincial 
land  Is  about  the  ssrne  slse  as  the 
whole  populated  part  of  Vancouver 
Island  The  same  slaed  tract  on  this 
side  of  the  Island  would  reach  from 
Victoria  to  Parksvlile,  so  there  musi 
be  about  one  million  acres  of  pro- 
vincial land  on  the  southwest  coast 
with  practically  no  permanent  popu- 
lation on  It.  The  million  acres  of 
land  and  Umber  belong  to  the  people 
of  British  Columbia.  We  are  all 
shareholders  which  makes  It  all  the 
more  necessary  ror  us  to  see  that  It 
is  built  up  and  occupied  with  a  pros- 
perous permanent  population  like  we 
have  on  this  side  of  the  Island.  At 
the  present  time  there  Is  not  one 
sawmill  or  factory  operating  on  the 
whole  hundred  miles  of  scacoast  "be- 
tween Jordan  River  and  Barkley 
Bound.  We  know  there  Is  enough 
timber,  iron  ore.  and  other  natural 
resources  on  the  tract  to  keep  a 
thousand  or  more  Industrie^ busy  for 
ever,  and  create  permanent  employ- 
ment for  tens  of  thousands  of  people 
in  the  moat  southern  pert  of  British 
Columbia,  all  of  which  would  be 
tributary  to  Victoria  and  the  Cow- 
lchan  district 

The  first  great  vital  need  on  the 
West  Coast  Is  industries,  not  tour- 
ists, so  that  tourists  when  they  come 
would  have  some  Inducement  to  be- 
come permanent  residents.  But 
mills  and  factories  cannot  be  made 
profitable  without  a  nearby  shipping 
port.  This  difficulty  can  be  reme- 
died by  making  Port  Ban  Juan  Into 
a  good  sale  harbor.  All  that  1* 
needed  Is  a  breakwater  at  the  en- 
trance to  make  it  one  of  the  safest 
and  most  convenient  harbors  On  the 
coast 

There  will  probably  be  about  twenty 
blUlon  feet  of  timber  tributary  to 
the  harbor  and  it  Is  said  there  la 
enough  iron  on  the  Gordon  River 
nearby  to  keep  a  blast  furnace  going 
for  fifty  years 

I  must  here  emphasize  the  fact 
tltat  the  Iron  ore  Is  worthless  under 
present  conditions,  and  Industries 
cannot  be  made  profitable  without  a 
nearby  shipping  port.  It  is  not  a 
question  of  building  roads  through 
the  district  Fifty  million  dollars 
spent  on  roads  would  not  remove  the 
difficulty  which  has  prevented  mills 
from  operating  on  that  coast.  The 
mills  and  shipping  must  be  protected 
rrom  the  destructive  seas  which  roll 
into  the  now  almost  useless  harbor  or 
Port  San  Juan. 

Let  us  get  that  harbor  made  safe 
and  there  will  soon  be  a  thriving  set- 
tlement like  Port  Alberni  or  Powell 
River  with  good  connecting  roads  the 
<ame  as  we  have  now  on  this  side 
of  the  Island.  A  good  shipping  port 
would  Increase  the  value  of  all  that 
provincial-owned  Umber  to  almas' 
fabulous  prices  as  It  did  at  Grays 
Harbor  thirty  years  ago.

use."  said  Mr  Frank  P  McKibben. 
consulting  engineer  of  the  General 
Electric  Company,  in  an  interesting 
lecture  delivered  to  it  large  a 'tend- 
ance of  the  Engineering  Institute  of 
Canada  Victoria  branch,  in  the  Bel- 
mont House  last  nigh: 

Mr  McKibben.  who  was  introduced 
by  Mr  P  Philip,  outlined  the  types 
of  Joint  which  have  been  used  in 
steel  construction.  Seme  time  ago. 
he  said.  American  engineers  claimed 
that  pin-connected  Joints  were  su- 
perior to  the  riveted  Joints  advocated 
in  Europe.  In  the  year  1890  how- 
ever, they  had  come  to  be  of  the 
same  opinion  as  the  engineers  of 
Europe.  The  speaker  recalled  seeing. 
In  a  Chicago  museum,  a  Roman 
bronze  bathtub,  eighteen  hundred 
years  old.  which  had  been  made  In 
three  separate  pieces,  and  riveted  to- 
gether, which  proved  the  great  an- 
tiquity of  the  practice  of  riveting. 

Five  rivets,  he  said,  had  been  each 
assumed  to  take  one  fifth  of  the 
stress  In  ao  ordinary  straight  riveted 
Joint  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  two 
outside  rivets  took  80  per  cent  of  the 
stress,  the  next  two  20  per  cent,  and 
the  middle  rivet  no  stress  at  all.  a 
foct  which  he  proved  by  demonstra- 
tion on  a  model  When  reinforced 
concrete  came  m,  continued  the 
speaker  a  great  many  buildings  col- 
lapsed, until,  in  the  year  1900,  It 
was  discovered  that  a  spiral  rein- 
forcement quadrupled  the  strength 
of  the  concrete 

THE  WELDED  JOINT 

The  new  type  of  construction,  said 
J  Mr.  McKibben.  was  the  welded  Joint. 
Jibson  and  1  He  described  In  detail  the  system  of 
fillet  welding.  Illustrating  his  re- 
marks with  lantern  slides.  The  tri- 
angular fillet  joint  was  obtained  by 
throwing  an  electric  arc  from  on 
electrode,  or  piece  Of  steel  wire,  the 
heat  generated  being  used  to  bite 
into  the  two  members  to  be  Joined, 
and  also  to  melt  the  electrode  to 
form  the  fillet.  This  method  was 
more  commonly  used,  explained  the 
lecturer,  than  the  resistance  weld,  or 
the  atomic  hydrogen  process.  In 
ahirh.  In  Joining  together  again, 
create  a  heat  600  degrees  higher 
than  that  given  by  the  arc  Itself 

There  were  welded  rteel  buildings 
in  the  United  States,  said  Mr.  Mc- 
Kibben. ranging  fron\  one  to  twelve 
stories  in  height  There  were  also 
fifteen  to  twenty  bridges  in  the 
United  States,  and  one  bridge  In 
Canada,  which  were  constructed  by 
the  asm*  process  One  of  th?  new 
American  cruisers  hadn't  a  single 
rivet  in  her  hull,  ond  the  largest 
vessel  ever  built  In  America  has 
sixty  MM  of  welding  wire  In  her 
framework 

NOISELESS   WORK  » 
The  same  process  had  been  used  m 
const  meting  pipe  lines  all  over  the 
United  States,  the  pipes  being  sub- 
jected to  a  severe  hydraulic  teat  be- 
fore leaving  the  factory,    in  the 
making  of  pipes  and  in  the  construc- 
tion of  framework  in  the  shops.  It 
was  possible  to  use  automatic  weld 
"iing  machines  which  did  the  work  at 
ten  times  the  pace  of  hand  welding 
In  the  actual  work  on  a  building 
however,  the  welding  was  done  by 
hand,  the  electricity  being  supplied 
by  special  machines  which  could  be 
moved  about  on  small  hand  trolley* 
In  the  construction  of  a  building 
of  any  great  height.  It  was  the  prac- 
tice to  bolt  the  members  together 
temporarily  while  the  welding  was 
being  done    Ttv  speaker  emphasised 
the  importance  of  the    fact  that 
welding,  being  practically  soundless 
away  with  the  inferno  of  th< 
riveter's  hammer    "To  construct  a 
riveted  building  next  door  to  a  hos- 
pital or  a  hotel,  said  Mr  McKibben, 
"is  little  short  of 
barlty." 

The  actual  work  done  by  hand,  he 
pointed  out.  was  largely  dependent 
on  the  efficiency  of  the  welder,  and 
he  showed  his  audience  »ampl*,<  of 
good  work,  and  wort  In  eldch  there

Sir—  Those  of  your  readers  whn 
make  a  study  of  the  early  history  of 
our  province  may  be  interested  to 
know  that  It  Is  now  possible  to  ob- 
tain a  copy  of  James  Strange'*,  Jour- 
nal, glvtng  the  narrative  of  his  ex- 
pedition to  Nootka  Sound  from  Bom- 
bay. Most  readers  are  familiar  with 
Meares'  expedition  from  Bengal,  but, 
the  Bombay  venture,  which  set  out 
seme  months  earlier,  has  remained 
practically  unknown.  It  appears  that 
two  small  vessels  were  equipped  by 
David  Scott,  a  merchant  of  Bombay 
They  left  in  December.  1785.  and 
after  some  trouble  In  Bats  via,  both 
ships  ran  aground  in  the  Straits  of 
Macassar,  but.  finally  dropped  anchor 
In  NooUa  Sound  on  July  8,  1788

Proposed  amendments  *  3  the  game 
laws  of  U\e  province,  notice  of  which 
has  been  given  by  Attorney -General 
Pooley,  were  the  subject  of  animated 
dlseusr.lon  by  the  Victoria  and  Dis- 
trict Gun  Dog  Club,  which  met  In 
the  psrlor  of  the  Hotel  West  holme 
last  night.  The  club  had  already 
notified  the  Attomev-Oeneral  of  its 
approval  of  the  action  to  be  taken, 
and  the  meeting  was  for  the  formu- 
lation of  recommendations  respect- 
ing desired  amendments. 

A  lengthy  but  somewhat  desultory 
discussion  took  place  regarding  the 
rights  of  farmera  and  stock  owners 
to  destroy  dogs  at  large.  In  which 
was  debated  the  suggestion  that  pro- 
vision might  be  made  for  reimburs- 
ing owners  r>t  valuable  dogs  when 
these  were  killed  without  provoca- 
tion The  provision  thought  plaus- 
ible was  that,  out  of  the  surplus  of 
the  fund  raised  by  dog  licence  fees, 
a  sufficient  sum  might  be  in  hand 
out  of  which  reimbursement  could  be 
paid. 

The  club  was  only  partially  In- 
formed respecting  what  laws  are  In 
effect  regulating  the  killing  of  tres- 
passing dogs,  and  whetner  Federal 
legislation  overrides  provincial  In 
this  respect.  Finally  It  was  resolved 
to  ask  an  explicit  opinion  from  the 
department  of  the  Attora>y-Oeneral, 
defining  the  circumstances  under 
which  dogs  may  be  killed  legally  or.

No  export  sales  could  be  con- 
firmed, either  East  or  West.  On  the 
whole  offerings  were  very  light,  but 
part  of  the  pit  trade  were  .telling 
during  the  first  part  of  the  day  and 
appeared  to  be  working  for  a  de- 
cane,  but  there  was  a  quiet  accum- 
ulation going  on  by  good  Interests, 
and.  later  In  the  day.  when  Chicago 
advanced  about  1  cent,  some  of  the 
early  sellers  were  forced  to  cover, 
and  our  market  advanced  in  sym- 
pathy, although  not  quite  as  strong 
as  Chicago.

A  bill  to  strike  out  of  the  Agricul- 
tural Act  the  words  'In  writing"  led 
to  quite  a  prolonged  debate  In  the 
Legislature  yesterday.  The  blU  was 
Intended  to  provide  for  more  ex- 
peditiou*  action  on  the  part  of  in- 
spectors under  the  Codling  moth 
Infection  than  was  possible  at  pres- 
ent. The  Minister  at  present  gives 
consent  to  have  the  tree*  which  are 
infected  sprayed  in  spite  of  the  con- 
sent of  the  owner  only  when  he  re- 
ceives the  recommendation  for  this 
action  "in  writing." 

The  amendment  provides  that  the 
recommendation  may  come  in  any 
form  to  the  Minister.  This  was  felt 
to  be  neceasary  in  dealing  with  a 
dangerou*  disease  where  time  wa* 
important,  and  where  the  tree*  of  a 
whole  community  were  endangered 
Dr.  Wnneh  wished  information 
before  taking  away  the  necessity  of 
a  written  report  Under  the  art  it 
was  pointed  out.  the  owner  of  the 
orchard  had  the  expense  charged 
up  against  the  place.  It  was,  ne 
thought,  not  in  the  Interests  of  the 
..fimater  to  be  placed  in  the  position 
proposed.
